First of all I know you will be grati- 
fied to hear the final returns of the 
Aleppo card party held on the after- 
noon of Friday, March 28, at the 
Copley-Plaza Hotel for the benefit of 
the Shriners’ Hospital for Crippled 
Children at:Springfield. A total of 658 
tickets were sold as against 665 for the 
card party held at the Statler Hotel 
last October; but 264 players partici- 
pated as compared with 232 last 
autumn, and total proceeds realized 
from sale of tickets, donations, and 
sales of candy brought $406.90 as 
against $389 on October 19. 


With our big Spring Ceremonial 
scheduled for the 23rd of this month, I 
am more than pleased to report en- 
couraging activity among those mem- 
bers of the Nobility who realize that 
the real future of Aleppo Temple in- 
evitably depends upon accessions to 
our membership. I am sure that every 
member of Aleppo considers himself a 
special committee of one to work for 
at least one application during the cur- 
rent year. We especially count on the 
roster of our 1941 “shock troop” bri- 
gade representing at least one Noble 
of Aleppo Temple in every city and 
town comprising the eight eastern coun- 
ties of Massachusetts. 


Does YOUR name appear yet on 
Aleppo Temple's Honor Roll for 1941? 


In our search for new members we 
have been by no means unappreciative 
of the many former members of the 
Nobility who because of the depression 
or for other reasons, dropped out of 
the line of march during the past few 
years but who now welcome an oppor- 
tunity to end their “leave of absence.” 
Confident that any Mason who has ever 
attained membership in Aleppo Temple 
—and then lost it by choice or other- 
wise—must often in his heart hope for 
a renewal of the old associations and 
friendships, we called on the good 
offices of Recorder and Assistant Re- 
corder, for a list of such former Nobles. 
The immediate response to the letter 
which we sent out confirmed our belief 
in the real meaning of Shrinedom, and 
a sincere feeling that frequently the 
man who really comes to appreciate the 
Shrine most is the man who has known 
Shrine membership and then relin- 
quished the privilege.

How- 
ever [ am very happy to enclose check 
at this time for current dues that I may 
again become a Shriner, dig out my
